They  sold  candy  again  this  year  and  made  enough  money  to  buy  some  new  equipment 
and  to  help  pay  some  of  the  expense  of  the  rifle  matches.  One  of  the  biggest  improvements  this  year 
is  a  new  addition  to  the  range  which  has  doubled  its  shooting  capacity.  There  has  been  an  increase 
in  the  membership  in  the  last  year  and  it  looks  as   if   there   will   be   an   ever   increasing   supply   of 


good  marksmen  for  the  team. 


The  team  has  had  a  very  good  record  so  far  as  they  have  seven  wins  as  compared  to  two  losses. 
In  the  state  match  which  was  held  on  March  first,  they  placed  third,  bested  only  by  Culver  Military 
and  New  Albany  High  School.  There  has  been  much  competition  for  the  first  team  which  con- 
sists of  five  shooters,  and  the  team  has  shot  higher  scores  this  year  than  anytime  in  the  history  of 
the  club.  The  outlook  for  next  year  is  very  good  since  there  is  only  one  senior  on  the  first  team,  and 
it  looks  as  if  rifle  shooting  is  becoming  a  more  popular  sport  each  year. 

In  the  BOHI  match  held  March  8  and  9  at  Xavier  University,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  Linda  Sheddick 
set  a  range  record  of  586  out  of  a  possible  600  in  a  three  position.
